The Minister of Health, Family and 
Youth Affairs, Ritu Süssmuth, is the 
Bundestag's new Speaker. She replnces 
Philipp Jenninger, who resigned after a 
controversial speech this month to 
mark the 50th anniversary of Kristall- 
nacht. Frau Süssmuth, 51, a professor 
of educatlon, has been a meniber of the 
Clıristian Democrats for just cleven 
years. 


ita Süssmuth was nominaled as 

Speuker by her [ellow-Christian 
Democrats wilh a more upproval ind 
gvodwill than most of her predecessors 
received. 

She was nul lhe candidate first fa- 
voured hy Chancellor Kohl, who would 
rather have hul CDU/CSU parliamen- 
ary purly leader Alfred Dregger sem 
upstairs ancl Out of (he Wily, 

Herr Dregger stubbornly refused. 
wiich can only be good for the Bundes- 
lag, He is so straitlaced that he is nv» 
longer even popular with many fellow - 
Christin Demucrais, He would have 
been the wrung man for the job, 

Fruu Siüsmuth agreed unly iufter 
seme consideration, She hopes she will 
come tu cuyuy the job, although hv 
knows very little about ıt in detail. 

Helmut Kuhl. the CDU and the cuili- 
ton dre all in her deht far fuvine 
meppecl into the hreach-lett by Philipp 
Jenmnger and ending the drawn-out 
dispute over who was to succeed hint.

This was rather a criticism of film fes- 
tivals generally, and college film festiv- 
als in particular, than of the 24 short 
films bundled into 90 minutes. 

But Parker said he had accepted the 
invitation to chair the jury immediately 
and was glad he had made the decision. 

He said thaı all the films he had seen 
were interesting ~ and he Knew the 
amount of effort and time and energy 
and inspiration needed 1o makes a film 
regardless of the quality of the result. 

He told the students that they had a 
duty to cut the umbilical cord. But the 
European film had not been achieving 
much success internationally because 
far decades the Hife-blood hud heen 
squeezed out of it by intellectyal sland- 
ards which were too high.

(Here anı [ — Where ure You?) in which 
he outlines the sum total of a lifetime’s ex- 
perience of grey geese. 

He explains in vivid, graphic terms a 
species that “in many crucial features has a 
family life similar to that of mankind." 

So he has come full circle. Half a cerıtu- 
ry ago it all began in Altenberg when he 
happened to witness the birth of a grey 
goose chick he named Martina.

His book Das sogenatnte Hise (The 
So-Called Evil} was puhlished in 19673, 
hy which time he was head of the Max 
Planck Institute of Behavioural Physial- 
ogy in Seewiesen, Bavaria. 

In it he claimed that heredity ac- 
counted not only for the physical or 
morphological appearance of living be- 
ings bul also for their behaviour, with 
the human species being no exception. 

Along Darwinian lines he argued that 
four main instincts had emerged along- 
side the development of increasingly 
complex organisms in the struggle for 
survival. 

They were the quest for food, proc- 
reation, flight (in the sense of escape) 
and aggression. Aggression, ii in his view, 
plays a positive role in helping to ensure 
the survival of the species.

Lorenz surmised that ilditinnial en- 
dogenuus fucters. ur actors Irom within 
lhe animal. inlluenced Ihcir behaviour 
He first iramed this hypothesis in 1937, 

At almost the vame ime, but inde- 
pendently of Lorenz, the zonlugist kr- 
ich von Holst provided cxperimentitl 
proof that endogenous lactors really lo 
influence animal hehaviour. 

He ie dtgated the wriggle Ly which 
eéls move. According to the reflex theo- 
ry the contraction of one uf an cel's 
muscle segments mechnnically Irigzers 
the contraction of the next segment. 

Yet if the central section of ùn eel's 
hody is fixed in position, imposing a gap in 
this process of contraction, the wriggle still 
continues at the tail end of the eel, 

Von Holst concluded that the eel's 
wriggle was not passed by reflex from one 
segmtent to the next. It was, he felt, based 
on a central pattern made up somewhere 
in the central nervous system. 

Mcanwhile, Lorenz triggered a storm 
of ideological protest when, in describ- 
ing several genetically programmed be- 
haviour characteristics, he noted that 
there were innate or congenitul aur 
of anima) behaviour. 

‘The term congenital mercly means 
that certain information is stored in (he 
„genome, or full set of chromosomes, It 
doesn't mean the environment plays no 
part in forming behaviour patterns. 

Even so, behaviourists İn Ëast and 
West were up in arms. They fell their 
theorye(that-herodHary-abilitieswere: of 
no importance), their inflience and 
their tivings were in jcopardy. 

. They accused Lorenz of having made 
animal behaviour independent , of the. 
environment and inaccessible to exter 
nal influence of aıy kind. 

Practical behaviourists had visions of 
non-congenital alyjJities and of aJl living 
creatures being made totally subject lo 
manipulation.

onrad Lorenz’ books on animal he- 

haviour were first published in the 
carly 1950s and soon widely ftead. He 
was awarded the Nobel Prize for medi- 
cinê in 1973. : 

His scientific work had prevlously 
been held in high repute, but mainly hy 
fellow-scientists. His imprint on com- 
paralive behavioural research, or ethol- 
ogy, has been second lo none. 

° He established its system of concepts. 
Ile was first to study many basic phene= 
meni’ in animal behaviour. le 
hlished the study of animal behaviou 
n scientific (liscipline. 

As much of his work involved geese, 
a confession he makes is surprisingly 
frank: "Î have caten many geese in My 
long Hfe — grey geese — but 1 have 
never killed one. 

“Whenever rOust peese was Served, il 
was (luc to some accidlenl or other and I 
felt reluctant 1o curve il, especially if {he 
hirl was one I had kDuwn well." 

Dr Lorenz, who is the most popuktr 
German-language acudemic schular, 
celebrated his SSth birthday un 7 Nuc 
vember in Allenherg, near Vicnni, 
where he wùs hurn. 

li was here in Altenherg more thun 50) 
years ago that Dr Lorenz. id 20-year-old 
medical doctor and zoology student. 
first watched a grey guose chick hilch 
from the egg. 

The gosling cracked the cggshell from 
inside and scrutinised the “strange birl" 
outside 1 nren7z mule ti movement itl 
<Poke to the chick, which fhSWercd, 

It stuck out ils neck and whispered 
back. This brief second had been en- 
ough to establish a link between the 
young bird and its ersatz mother, Kon- 
rad Lorenz. 

He then pushed the grey goose chick, 
Martina, under the warming feathers of 
a domestic goose that was envisaged as 
a foster-mother. 

But it was no use, Time and again the 
chick slipped out of the mother goose’'s 
warm and cosy feathers and followed 
“Moather" Konrad wherever he went. 

This process, which Lorenz termed 
imprinting, is a swift learning process ùt 
an carly and sensitive stage of childhood 
in which certain behaviour patterns ate 
learnt whiçh can neither be repeated 
nor reversed if later life, 

Lorenz published his observations 
and the criteria on which this learning 
process were based in 1935 in a book 
somewhat strangely entitled Der Kım- 
pan in der Umwelt des Vogels (The 
Companion in the Bird's Environment).

Specialists dismissed claims that the 
performance 'of women athletes could 
be boosted by administering sex hor- 
mones or by making uše of the body's 
own hormone make-up in ‘the carly 
weèks of pregnancy.

Mother-child experiment being 
tried n an open prison

he problem of what to do with small 

children whose mothers are in jail 
has always been a challenge for bnih 
psychologists und politicians. 

There are six prisons in Germany 
which lnve mather-unud-child depart=- 
ments so that young children can re- 
main with (heir mother in jail. These ire 
all in closed prisons. 

‘Two months ago, the women's prison 
in the Frankfurt suburb of Preunges- 
hein uvpened a section specially for 
muthers and children — and purl ûf it is 
an open prison. 

lt is the first of its kind in Germany. 
There are places for 18 mothers in the 
open section and for five in the closed 
section. Mothers in (he open section can 
go Ou lo work during the day while 
their children are looked ufler by 
truined staff, 

The head of the jail is Hadmut Birgut 
Jung-Silherreis, 33. She says thal the ex- 
periment is aimed at helping to ensutre 
thal the innocent party, the chilclren, are 
not victims of the system becuse of of- 
fences hy their mothers. 

The building is not walled-aff and. 
from the uutside, looks like a modern 
kindergurten. Critics call it a te-run 
hotel! business. HU is pirt of the Frunkturt 

wnmen's prison system fHATTS FCSPOITSI- 
ble for 252 prisoners, 

More than half of Ihe women in jail 
have children who huve to be looked af- 
ter by sonwunc. It is a difficult problem 
hecause 18 per cent of the children arê 
younger than six and 27 per cenl be- 
iwecn six and 13. Most are senl to rela- 
tives, to temporary foster parents Or tO A 
home. 

“! have seen the future,” is written on 
one of the blue metal doors which sug- 
gest that they lead lo small apartments 
rather than cells, 

A photograph of a smail girl has been 
glued to another door. A young, blonde 
woman pushcs a pram in the corridor. 

“It was born here two weeks ago,” she 
says ead _ then does what, on this 
bright, aututitraftarnoon, thousands of 
other mothers do: takes Her. bapy for a 
walk. 

The women interned here make an al- 
most happy impression, For some peo- 
ple, those who connec prison with pun- 
ishment and revenge, the impression 
mighLeven he too happy.
